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The Natives that Rowed in the Camoo's were all 
hairy, having no other Cloathing than what Nature 
had turmiſhed them withall ; and the leaſt of them by 
computation above Eleven foot high;by theſe Gygan- 
tick men, we were lately conducted to the T own, 
which conſiſted of about a thouſand Houſes, built of 
Timber, and covered over the top with Boughs of 
Trees wieathed together 3 and over them were 
placed very curiouſly Greenſads, which make their 
Houles look like ſo many Hills covered with Graſs. 

At length we were Conducted to this Portugeſe 
Houſe, who it ſeems was Governour of this Town, 
and Cacique, or King of that part of the Country : 
His Houſe was built after the ſame manner with the 
reſt, bur much bigger. 

At the Entrance to his Houſe he received us with 
a great deal of Expreſſions of Joy, and conducted us 
into a very fait Room, where we were plentifully 
entertained with roaſted Venifon, and Wine in abun- 
dance 

Having pretty well fatisfhed our ſelves, he diſ- 
courſed with us concerning our Adventures, and re- 
lated to us the manner of his Adventures, fince his

One thouſand ſix handred forty-ſ1x , upon 
the ſame account that you did from Amſterdam, 
th and by accident made this Ifland: being curious in 
1s the Diſcovery , I firſt Coaſted about the two lilands, 
ly] and then put into the Freizm , that parts the two 
Q = lands; and obſerving this River that runs up ieto 
the Country,l ventured into it; reſolving to venture 

78 ſo far till I could ſee either Houles or Inhabitants 3 
e- | but by the negle&t of my Mate, not being careful 
is| enough in ſounding the Channel , my Ship untfortu- 
nately ſtruck upon a Sand, and ſplit in a very ſhort 
time, giving us little ſpace toſhitt for our lives In this 
ſtreigtit every Man endeavouring to ſave himtelt, my 
ſelt with two more pot fate to the Shore; but of the 
reſt of our Company 1never could hear of lince, and 
therefore conclude they. were all drowned., We 
fought about for ſhc}ter fromthe Cold and Rain,' it 
being about the time of the Winter-Solltice,at whica 
time 1t is rather.

's I Vaſques de Pagna ſet fail from Licbon in the year 
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At length we found a large hollow Tree, into which 
weentred, and ſlept for rar might, 

The next Morning as ſoon as we could ſee, we 
went tothe Water-ſide to ſee whether any thing was 
driven a ſhore, or floated near to Land; when we 
came there we eſpijed ſeveral pieces of our Ship floa- 
ting about; and walking along by the ſhore we found 
a Barrel of Bisket, and near to that our Jack-Flag, 
both which we took up and went away very joyfully 
towards our Arbour, where we ſecured them, and 
gave thanks to God for his great mercy in making 
ſuch Proviſion for us: Upon this Bisket we lived a- 
bout three Months, and ſpent our time in Prayers, and 
walking the Grounds near to the Tree, retreating 
upon the leaſt noiſe to our Harbour: Ia the ſecond 
Month one of my Companions fell (ick and died, and 
at three Months end my other Companion. 

Now wasI left in a miſerable Condition, my Com- 
pany dead, and my Viftuals almoſt ſpent; but how- 
ever [| comforted my ſelf with theſe thoughts, that 
the ſame God that hitherto had ſo plentifully provi- 
ded for me, would (till take care of me; I now reſol- 
ved to travel up farther into the Country,and if there 
were any Inhabitants (tor as yet I had ſeen none) ta 
commit my ſelt to their mercy; being thus reſolved, 
I thought to leave ſome Memorial behind me, that 
if it ſhould happen that any Evropear ſhould light 
upon this place, they might know what AdventurelI 
had made; I therefore took the Jack-Flag, and with 
a black-lead Pencil writ theſe Words as plain as I 
could, YVaſques de Pagna of Lisbon was here; and 
then ſecured it in a convenient place in the Tree, 
| where 
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where it might beſecure from the injuries'of weather, | 
Then I took the remainder of the Bisket, and defired 1 
God to proſper my Journey, and travelled into the ; 
Country. q 
In two days travel I diſcovered hairy people, ſuch | 
as you ſee 3 at firſt I was ſomething feartul of them; bur 
my fear was ſoon taken away, for 1 found them to be 
more fearful of me, admiring at my Clothes and 
Complexion 3 and were ready to adore me, Walking 
a little further, I could eſpy, as it were, a grove of 
Hills which were their Houſes, whoſe pleaſant Ver- 
dure was very delightful 3 being come near to the 
Town, I was furrounded with hundreds of theſe 
Hairy-people, admiring me, and making offers to 
adore me, ſuppoſing 1 was a god; but I did what I 
could to hinder them. At length it came to the King's 
car, who came himſelf with ſeveral Prieſts to vific 
me, and made (jgns to me-to-let them know what I 
was; firlt lifting up their eyes to Heaven, and then 
pointing to me, and then tothe Heavens again 3 but 
L let them underſtand by the like Fgns , that IT did 
not come immediately from Heaven, but hoped to 
go thithery and this I did by firſt pointing to the 
Earth from whence I came, and to the Heavens whe- 
ther | hoped togo. With which they were well fatis- 
fied, and conducted me to the Caciques Houle (for ſo 
| they call their Kings): The Cacique telling his Prieſt 
(as I have been lince informed by his Daughter my 
Wife) that I was of Caleſtial Extract, and fit for no. 
Company but the Gods and Kings. At this Palace 
I fared very well ; and having very ſmall hopes - 
of returning to my Country, or ſeeing any of Europe, # 
| I thought AY 
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1 thought it--my beſt way to aſſure my ſelf of 's. 
Being amongſt them, and this I did by LI 
my ſelf with the Cacique's Daughter, whom I found 
very ready to receive any kindneſs from me; her 
Father likewile caſting a pleaſant aſpe& on both, 
did give me encquragement to make fome -offers of 
Amours, which, was kindly received, and we in a 
ſhort time married according to the Cuſtom of the 
Countrey 3 "of which with their other Rites and 
Cuſtoms, I ſhall give you a full *'account hereafter, 
Being married, he- gave me Two hundred Slaves; 
and bid me Cchulſc out a place in the Iland to. inha» 
bit, and build a Town-that might be-called by my.

Having taken my leave, I with my Wife and 
Slaves with ſtore of all forts of Proviſion, cameF* 
towards this place, which I' the rather made choiceF* 
of, becauſe it was the place I formerly had taken 
polleſiion of ; likewiſe hoping, that being near to 
this River, ſome Exropeaz might at ſome time or off

Being pretty well ſatisfhed with our entertatnment 
and diverſions; we deſired his leave to return to our 
(\hip, but he would not grant it, telling us that we 
ſhould 1lye there that night 3 and then conduCtted us 
into anather large Room, wherein was Hammocks 
provided for us to lye upon ; here he treated us again 
with two or three Movyles of Wine, ( which Mo 
vyle contained about a Gallon ); having drank up 
our Wine, he bid us good-nigitt, and lett us to-ou 
repoſe. x

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Next morning as, ſoon as Sun was up, he.came 


us, and asked us how we ſlept, and: called for 
Movyle of Wine for our Morning's-draught, ahd cau 
ſed likewiſe ſome Veniſon to be. brought to us, wit 
which having broke our faſt , he carried us to, {e 
his Town, and the Church which he had built, - 
told us, at his firſt coming to this place he. was bc 
King and Prieſt.

Of the Government, Religion, and Cuſtoms 
of the Inhabitants : With the nature 
of the Soil, and the ſeveral Commodi- 
tres of the Iſland Benganga. 


His I{land wherein you are,is called by the Na- 
tives Benganga, Governed this thouſand years 
by the Family of Gangozs, of which Family my Fa- 
ther-ia-law 1s; who is called by the name of Connm- 
bro Bengangois : his chief ſeat is Cubugnel/o,the Town 
where I was Entertained and Married. He 1s the Ab- 
ſolute Monarch of the l{land, and hath Fourty petty 
Kings that live about him, that do Homage, and pay 
Tribute to him yearly. 

They worſhip in all parts of this Ifland, except 
mine, the Devil, who appears to them very often in 
a milty cloud, uttering of mumbiing out ſcme words 
concerning his will; which it they do not punctually 
perform, tome great misfortune happens, either to 
them ortheir Children ſoon after. They believe that 
they that live well here, and do no man any Ingury, 
and obey the Laws of the Cacique, they ſhall-enjoy 
much happineſs after death,in pleaſant helds, behind 
the Hills, Ar three times of the year they offer Sacri; | 
fices to their Diew (as they call him) who appears 1Na . 

C' 2 Cloud. 
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Cloud upen a bigh Mountain all the time of their $a- 
crificing 3 and theſe Sacrifices are ſometimes Goats, 
and ſometime Children. 

Their manner of Marriage js in this manner: The 
Parents of both parties being firſt agreed, the Father 
of the Maid brings out his Daughter to the Young- 
man, and they immediately upon the firſt Gght de- 
clare to their Parents their liking or refuſal of each 
other; if they declare their liking, the Father of the 
Damoſel in the preſence of one of their Fritazeeys,or 
Prieſts, gives his Daughter to the Young-man, and 
with her gives her Dowry, which is one or more Ser- 
vants,according to his ability and their former agree- 
ment; after this the Fr;ztazeer offers a Sacrifice to the 
Diez, and the Marriage is celebrated. They are here 
allowed to have but one Wife; and if either die,they 
are not permitted to marry again : Both Men and 
Women here are very chaſt and temperate in meat and 
drink : Their Women are not fo fruitful as in Ewrope; 
it being a rare thing for one to ſee four Children in a 
Family. Theft and Murder are here ſeverely puniſh- 
ed with cruel Tortures unto death; fo that a ſtranger 
may ſafely travel in this {land without fear of harm, 

except it be irom Bears which lurk in the Woods, 
with which this 1{land is well ſtored. 

The Commodities of this Iſland are Saunderyg, 
Palm-trees, Konock a ſort of paint, Caſſanack a kind 
of Pults of which they make their bread ; great plene 

. ty of Goats and Deer, Fowl of ſeveral forts, Fiſh in 
abundance, Otters and Beevers gocd ſtore. Here are 
alſo ſeveral Gaid and Silver Mines, but they are not 
much regarded bythelnhabitants,they adorning thems- 


ſelves 
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| ſelves morewith Pearl and Amber, with which this 
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Country is well ſtored. Their Drink is Palm-Wine, 
which they make after this manner: They bore a hole 
inthe tree, and put into the hole a hollow Cane, and 
at the end of the tap'they hang a veſlel to catch the 
liquor:in an hours time if the Tree be any thing large, 
there will run out a gallon ; this liquor is fit to drinks 
preſently, and is very pleaſant and ſpiritous, intoxi- 
cating the brain, as ſoon as the moſt generons Wine in 
Exrope; here are ſeveral acres of ground yearly plan- 
ted with theſe Trees, which ferve for the uſe afore- 
ſaid. They have here a certain Tree which they call 
Cocotonuch, of the Bark of which they weave a Cloth 
which ſerves them for Hammocks and Mantles which 
they uſe in the Winter time; it being full as cold, or 
colder about June as it is in Exrope in December, The 
people here by reaſon of their Temperance and Cha- 
{tity live longer than they do in Exrope 3 the genera- 
lity of them living till they are a Hundred and twenty, 
ora Hundred and fifty years of age : The like reafon 
might be given for their extraordinary ſtature. 
he Women here are very comely, and well fea- 

tured; their faces indifferently ſmooth, out the Men 
areſo rough and hairy in the face, that they look like 
ſo many I{land-ſbocks. 

Thus having given you an account of the Country 
in general, I ſhall give a particular account of my

Re part of the {land that you are now 1n,1s called 
by me Terra de Pagna after my own name, My 
Government and Laws are of two ſorts.after the man- þ 
ner of the Exropeans, viz. Ecclefiaſtical and Civil ; 
My elde({t Son | have made Judg in all Civil matters; } 
and my ſecond Son in Eccleſiaſtical : The Ten Cqgm- 
mandments is the rule of our Government 3 the Lords 
Prayer and Creed the rule and foundation of our Des 
votion: Theſe things I have taught them in their own 
language, and they have them fo imprinted in their 
memory, that I think therc is no perſon in my bounds 
that is above ten years of age,but will readily repeat 
them. 

The Limits of my Juriſdiftion is ten Leagues round 
from the River. In it are four Towns near fo big as 
this, governed by Deputies.

Ere he was interrupted, notice being given that 
Dinner was ready,unto which we was conducted:
